Death of = Former Hesident—Rolling 
Stoex am! Rowilbed Assessed. 

London, Ont., Sept. 24.—Word has 
been rvenived here of the death, at York- 
ville, south Carolina, of Dr, J. R. Brat- 
top, who was a resident of this city for 
eight years. After the close of the Amer- 
fean war Dr. Bratton left bis native 
State on account of political troubles 
and came to this city. He was shortly 
after kidnapped by aw conple of Ameri- 
can detectives and taken back to the 
United States, a large reward having 
been offered for his capture. The case 
was brought to the notice of the British 
anthorities, and as sodh as the facta de- 
veloped there followed, between the Uni. 
ted States and Great Britain a sharp 
diplomatic correspondence of a very 
threatening nature, especially on the part 
of the British Government. As a result 
Dr. Bratton was unconditionally released 
and returned to this city, where hé 
sided until the charges against him we 
dropped.

‘The proposition te make # more csreful 
man of the tonsorial artist in so far as re- 
lates to the transuilssion of diseaso from 
his infected to bis well clients is not a 
new one. The subject has been written 
upon by several earnest men before Hein- 
rich Berger, whore ‘‘Hygiene In den Bar- 
bierstuben" recently appeared in Leipsie. 
No writer has, however, seemed to go so 
deeply Into the question and lay down such 


| strict rules for the knight ‘of the shaving 


knife. are told that he must be a per. 
son free from epilepsy and all manner of 
ecizures, drunkenness and Infectious dis- 
eases. 

Being free from these affections him- 
self, he may give professional attention to 
all persons, Inelnding those under the in- 
fluence or those likely to have a fit in the 
chair, provided they are free from akin, 
balr and sexual diseases of an infections 
nature.
